ON THE POWER OF REMOVAL. 


We give below a highly interesting 


article on this subject, in which it is 
clearly shewn, that James Madison, and 
the late Alexander Hamilton, both safe 
guides on constitutional questions, de- 
ny the right of removal to the Presi- 
dent, and maintain that the wanton a- 
buse of this power, subjects that officer 
to inineachme/il and removal from his 
high trust. 
Mr. Lawrence, also an a- 


ble jurist, held the same ground. 
If, 


as a general rule, the exercise of this 
power is unconstitutional, it strikes us 
to beparticularly objectionable as prac- 
tised by the present Executive. The re- 
moval of Mr. Clark from ihe office of 
Treasurer, without the slightest cause, 
so immediately after his nomination 
had been almost unanimously confirm- 
ed by the Senate, (a body possessing co- 
ordinate powers with the President, in 
such appointments,) is not only a vio- 
lation of the Constitution itself, but 
manifests a degree of disrespect to- 
wards one of the most dignified powers 
of the Government, which no one can 
justify, who has an iota of veneration 
for the institutions of his country.

generally. Inasmuch as the concurrence 
of the Senate was essential to the ap- 
pointment of the more important offi- 
cers, many were of opinion, that the as- 
sent of the same power was necessary 
to their removal. 
Washington was 


the President, and even under so pure 
an Executive, the subject was regard- 
ed with great anxiety by the first Con- 
gress. 
When the question of the re- 


moval by the Executive alone, came di- 
rectly before Congress, the members 
were nearly equally divided. 
It was 


contended by those opposed to a broad 
construction of the power of removal, 
that it was liable to great abuse: that 
it would render officers entirely depen- 
dent on the mil., perhaps the whim and 
caprice of one man. 
Whatever confi- 


dence might be placed in the Chief 
Magistrate then at the head of the Go- 
vernment, equal confidence could not 
be expected in his successors : and that 
the concurrence of the Senate was ne- 
cessary and proper in the removal, as 
in the appointment of officers, &c. 


On the other hand, it was urged that, 


in general, the construction of the Con- 
stitution ought to be left with the Ju- 
diciary, but that, in this case, it ought 
to be left with the President. Much 
stress was also laid upon the supposed 
virfue of a President, and it was admit- 
ted, that if he were disposed to abuse 
the power, evil would grow out of it.— 
The question was finally decided in the 
House, in favor of the President's sole 
power to remove, by a majority of only 
tivelve. In the Senate, the vote \vas 
still closer : that body was equally divi- 
ded, and the casting vote of the Vice 
President was in concordance with the 
other House.

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GREAT D I N N E R TO MR. CLAY. 


On Saturday week the IGth May, a. 


public dinner was given to Mr. CLAY 
at Lexington, Ky. at which a numer- 
ous and highly respectable assemblage 
o!' the citizens of this and several of the 
adjoining counties attended, to greet 
him with a personal expression of their 
approbation of his former public con- 
duct, of their confidence in. his contin- 
ued patriotism, and of their hopes and 
belief, that his future devotion to his 
country's welfare and honor will be 
characterized by equal ardor and dis- 
interestedness. 


Extensive preparations had been 


made for the occasion, and about 3,000 
persons sat down to dinner. Several 
toasts had been prepared by the com- 
mittee of arrangements, and when Mr. 
Clay was toasted/ he rose and expres- 
sed his sense of the honor conferred on 
him by his friends, neighbors, and fel- 
low citizens, in an eloquent address of 
one hour and thirty-five minutes. 
We 


cannot undertake to give even a sketch 
of his remarks, at this time, though we 
hope to be able to present them to our 
readers in the next number. He recom- 
mended moderation, calmness, and can- 
dor in judging of men in power ; vindi- 
cated the late Administration from the 
charge so often brought against it by
